Amber is an inflammable mineral* and is found in the Nature and

it is also occasionally brought from the East Indies. 


AMBERGRIS. 

Ambergris is a marine bitumen found floating on the sea Nature and 
or thrown on the shore in various parts of the Baltic.

Castor is prepared from the seed of the Palma Cliristi; it is 
brought here from the East and West Indies.—Oil of Cinna¬ 
mon is occasionally brought from the East Indies, but princi¬ 
pally from Holland.—Oil of Cloves is brought from the East 
ladles and from Holland.—Oil of Coco Nut is brought from 
the Isle of Ceylon.—Oil of Maec is occasionally brought from 
tlie East Indies and from Holland.—Oil of Marjoram is ob¬ 
tained from the leaves and tops of a plant, which grows in the 
south of France.
